Well, I’ve used that expression 
any number of times myself, and 
I think Blackie has me where I 


like Australia no. 1, $40 and who’s 





will make a profit of 26 per cent, 
out of which he must pay for both 
his buying and selling ads, as well 
as his other overhead. And let me 
tell you, 26 per cent will NOT 
cover all this. So perhaps he will 
hold them for a rise. 

In any event, this stamp belongs 
in the junior, and in my humble 
estimation, the junior comes near- 
er to*eing the book of the aver- 
age collector than any album there 
is, no matter how tough it is to 
fill it, nor how much shopping 
around you have to do to get the 
stamps. 

It goes without saying that the 
average collector must be a GEN- 
ERAL collector, because as soon 
as he begins specializing, he steps 
into the company of connoiseurs 
and super-duper sifters and pick- 
ers, and he can no longer associate 
with the majority who spend $2 
for a stamp, and no more. 

Even if he doesn’t use a junior, 
but fills B. C. spaces only as far 
as the shilling, he’s just regular 
average, with uncounted  thou- 
sands of blank spaces that never 
can be filled, while he’d have a 
reasonable opportunity to stuff 
them in a junior in lots of coun- 
tries. That’s the reason why 
wholesalers sell “short sets”. They 
want to give the Juniors a chance. 
But they have to sell a lot of them 
to break even, and a lot more to 
make a living, so don’t get unduly 
excited if you have to pay a high- 
er percentage of cat. for a mint 
set of eight stamps to the shilling 
than you do for the 5/a, 10/-. and 
LI. for instance. Your dealer has 
to make a living, and no 26 per 
cent is going to do it: 33 per cent 
is about the lowest profit under 
which ANY dealer can _ operate 
and keep it up—without too much 
dealer turnover! 































So in answer to Blackie’s ques- 
tion about average collectors, I’d 
say that they are the people who 
do their collecting generally, in 
junior albums or something sim- 
ilar, spend possibly a top of $2 
or so for a stamp, and a total of 
$200 or a bit more or less a year. 
If you don't believe me, check up 
on your own activities and expen- 
ditures, and tell mé how far wronz 
I am on any of these counts. It will 
make illuminating reading for a 
lot of other collectors, as well as 
for dealers. 

But on to the catalog, Vol. II, 
and way stations! 

No matter what brand of col- 
lector you are, how many Andor- 
ras have you got in your albums? 
Not many, I’ll bet, I can’t find 
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on these, but such a bid did not 
get them in auctions, and recently 
they seem to have disappeared. 
They are big, handsome stamps, 
and no one knows where they are 
headed, but remember things like 
142-3-4, 322, 371, and 380, ° and 
govern yourself accordingly. And 
oh yes! I remember very well 
when I bought 100 copies of no. 
127 for $50, and sold them for 75c 
apiece, and look at them nov! 
And a small set that you should 
not overlook is 385-6-7, which I 
think are better than 382-3-4, but 
the boys who collect ships and 
locomotives are taking care of 
these rapidly. 

Among Austrian Dues, nos. J118 
to J131, for a set listing only $7.05, 
are almost impossible to find; 
really three issues lumped, with 
nos. J126, only 20c, and J129, $1, 
guaranteed definitely to get in the 
hair, 

All these recent commemora- 
tive issues seem to have exasper- 
ated the boys, to a certain extent,

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A HORRIBLE INDICTMENT OF THE STAMP TRADE 
Dear Mr. Linn, 

I would appreciate it very much if you would print this letter 
in your weekly paper sometime in the near future. It is not my 
intention to complain for after all, I am not an advertiser and I 
am not out anything. I am, however, interested in 
U. S. stamps and particularly revenue and stock 
transfer stamps. Some five weeks ago, I took from 
your News, twenty-four advertisements and wrote 
to each one asking for certain stamps on approval. 
(Most of these ads mentioned that they send 
stamps on approval.) Of these 24 to whom I wrote, 
not one sent me any stamps on approval and only 
three even bothered to answer my letter at all. I 
have bought many coins for my coin collection 
and always buy them on approval because it has 
been my experience that when I sent the money 
in advance, it was always a month or two before 
I would get the coins and in many instances I 
never did get the coins or my money back. For

the past five months I have quit the coins because it has developed 
into pretty much of a “racket.” Then I started a stamp collection! 
Is the stamp business the same? 

Suppose that I had sent the money to those 24 stamp dealers 


and got the same results in answers? 

Please understand that I have bought stamps on approval from 
Harris, Tatham and a few others and we dealt very satisfactorily. 
But these were not included in the 24 from your paper. 

There is the letter. I am omitting the name of the man who 
wrote it, but can say he is an attorney-at-law, a professional man 
and one who has always had a good reputation as a collector. 

I feel it is desirable to print this letter to awaken the stamp 
dealers to the fact that many collectors take their collecting seriously, 
they expect to be treated like a sound business firm should treat 
a customer, 





SPLENDID OPPORTUNITY FOR BUSINESS MEN IN STAMPS 

I am tempted to write the above headline after having read the 
above letter again and again. This is by means the first evidence 
we have had of lack of common business decency and common sense. 

There is plenty of room in the stamp business for any business 
man who has sufficient capital and enough bright business ability 
to carry on a business as it should be carried on. It is a known 
fact that the stamp trade is cluttered up with many who pose as 
stamp dealers, backed up by small capital and a smaller stock in trade. 

There is nothing wrong with that situation, the wrong lies in 


the lack of common business practice that is indulged in by big as} 


well as little dealers. The small dealer, altho with small capital 
and with a small stock, will find his best asset to be a willingness and 
an effort on his part to reply promptly to all mail, to try his best 
to supply what customers ask for, to try to make a customer out of 
every man who writes to him, for it is a fact that people expect 
curteous replies and businesslike treatment and, altho your stocks 
may not have what is wanted, you can make friends by a courteous 


reply. 
The stamp business is a hard tough game. Do not think you can 


succeed in the stamp business by shirking your work. It is a far 
tougher job than merchandising most other articles that are in the 
stores of your city for the stock in trade is far more slippery, in 


that you can not order from the manufacturer to replace sold out 
items as the storekeeper may do. You have far more to watch and 
you can get hung up much quicker than any retail storekeeper. 

















But, there is a good profit in the stamp trade and it needs 
more men with sound business ability and capital, there is plenty 
opportunity for such firms.

Late Dated, the other day I 
received a 50c Bureau from Chi- 
cago, B-91 Dated MW 45. This 
of course is not unusual but I 
would check up and see what was 
what in the catolog. I find that to 
the date of issuance of the last 
edition of the Bureau catalog 
there has been no 50c Presidential 
Bureau for Chicago issued in 
neither Wide nor Narrow type. 
There certainly must have been 
quite a quantity of the old 50c val- 
ues on hand for them to have last- 
ed this long as Chicago is the 
largest user of stamps in the na- 
tion in my opinion. 

Without Bars, the other day I 
was shown a_precancel without 
lines or bars and of course was 
asked my opinion on the thing. 
It was from Alton N.”Y. I believe. 
No one has given more than a 
personal opinion and that does- 
n’t mean much on something like 
this. There are some precancel 
types in the catalog without lines 
or bars either above or below, this 
in case you don’t know is con- 
trary to the rules sent us as to 
how a precance] should be made. 
I always advise the party hav- 
ing something like this to hang 
onto it till some one finds out 
some definate information or till 
a catalog is issued giving infor- 
mation on the type in question. 
In any event research of a nature 
must be carried out to find out 
how such cancellations were used 
who used them etc. When a new 
U-Type appears there is no need 
for such proceedure as they are 
readily indentified. One of the 
big things in such’ types is to 
ascertain if the same cancellation 
was also used for post-cancelling, 
if so it is definately ruled. Many 
fine looking precancels have been 
ruled out of the catalog on such 
grounds. So if you have some pre- 
cancels without lines or bars hang 
on to them till you are sure about 
their status. They may be O. K. 
A state speciali oft times can give 
you information a general col- 
lector cannot.

pines, but a number of Jap collec- 
tors—civvies, army and navy— 
used them regardless of the local 
postal directives. Purpose: Monk- 
ey-business. And some Filipino 
collectors whose weakness were 
“fancy filatelics,” were the best 
suckers....Jap military postal 
cards for exclusive use of the so- 
called Japanese Imperial Army, 
popped up in Manila as early as 
February, 1942, and late the same 
year, there were about 77 different 
issues. The postal cards in question 
were allowed later on to be used 
by civilians for “philatelic pur- 
poses only” and they were ob- 
tained not from the PO but from 
Jap bazaars and Nip collectors— 
again, civvies,.army and navy— 
Except for their field post or APO} 
censor, marks which were circular 
in form, all Jap censor marks were 
rectangular/square, and one of 
them from northern Luzon had 
the appearance of a totem pole. 
Some of them bear some inscrip- 
tion in English, but of course, in 
bamboo English ...The Mayor and 
Fuji pictured on the 5c occupation 
stamp was a “personification” of 
the Japs and Filipinos as oriental 
“brothers,” according to the 
smoke-screen smoked out by the 
Jap propaganda corps in the pup- 
pet Manila papers...Two biz 
sacks of used PI revenue stamps 
vs. 500 pesos in Jap invasion bills, 
was an entry in the purchase book 
of a Manila dealer...Of the 50 
different occupation stamps of the 
Philippines, 26 of them were Ja- 
panized; and of the different cach- 
ets and special cancellations, five 
were Japo-Tagalog and seven 
were Tagalized, after the Japs had 
made Japanese and Tagalog as 
the dual “official language.” Irony 
of it, however, there was not a 
standard Jap dictionary neither in 
the Philippines nor in Japan prop- 
er... Among the confirmed varie- 
ties on the 2c on 4c Jap “Victory” 
stamp (Fall of Bataan and Cor- 
rigedor, 1942), were those mon- 
ikered in Manila stamp circles, 
viz.: (1) “Rataan, the Father;” 
(2) “Rataan, the Son;” and (3) 
“Southern Cross.” And then there 
was the unconfirmed variety 
dubbed as the “Black Moon.”. 
The letters “K. P.’’ embossed on 
the 4-oz. can of the _ processed 
American cheese rationed to GI’s, 
may stand for “Kitchen Police,” 
but the letters ““K. P.” on some Jap 
occupation issues is the equation 
of “Kagamitan Pampahalaan,” the 
Tagalog version for “Official “Bus- 
inesc.” And the Jap characters on 
ditto stamps, in Romanized Japan- 
ese reads: “Ko Yo,” which stands 
for “O.B.” 

Secret and Top Secret 

September 21, 1944, was the first 
bombing of the city of Manila by 
American planes, on Philippine 
soil, local philatelic guerrillas 
posted always memorial covers. 
After the first bombing of Manila 
by the American planes, one of 
the local clubs held two kinds of 
auctions, namely; air-raid auction 
and all-clear auction....But, air-

for pre-war issues, whether PI, 
US or foreign, were from 2 to 25 
times catalog during the occupa- 
tion.Basis: Inflation and specula- 
|tion. .. Some Jap “technical” ad- 
ivisers at the Manila post office 
didn’t sit on chairs: proudly they 
squat on them. Then, too, some 
lof them cavorted within the mas- 
sive walls of the Manila post of- 
fice, just with dirty undershirts 
on and without any socks at all... 
Initials of Jap censors on all mail 
matters were stamped in red and 
Manila collectors dubbed them as 
“Jap lipsticks’... .Patopatotum was 
a Latinized Tagalog version for 
“Vebotem Couiection” built by a 
Manila collector during the occu- 
pation...And a Manila collector 
pointed out that the design on the 
Jap occupution stamp, 5c blue 
Rizal, was “chiseled” from a de- 
sign of a Jose Burgos (“Cham- 
pion of Filipino Clergy and pre- 
cursor of Rizal,) done by a Scotch 
or Irish artist by the name O’Fer- 
rell the original of which was 
“doctored” and streamlined and 
illustrated on the 12c red occu- 
pation issues, on which Burges ap- 
vears like a modern Romeo with 
a dash of Robert Taylor.... 
Censored and Off-Limits 


A Nazi stamp collector was the 
“mastermind” in the issuance of 
the 5c on 2c embossed stamped 


of FD covers franked with singles 
and blox and in singles and blox 
(mint) mounted in a classy clas- 
sical album. The whole collection 
cost him only at face value—200 
pesos and 97 centavos (P200.97) 
in Jap Mickey Mouse Money. One 
day, however, he went broke and 
sold the whole kabuddle for twen- 
ty-five thousand pesos (P25,000), 
in Jap invasion money, of course. 
But, with that amount he was able 
to purchase only, a few kilos of 
brown sugar, some liters of rice 
and a dozen coconuts...And then, 
there was the Manila collector, 
who mortgaged his house for 5, 000 
pesos just to buy only four old 
Philippine stamps, listed as No. 1, 
2, 3, and 4, in the Scott catalog. .. 
Certainly, you still remember the 
date when the United States 
armed forces landed at Bougan- 
ville, but a few days before that, 
believe it or not, the bird which 
“landed” atop the flagpole of the 
Philippine flag illustrated on the 
Independence stamps of the pup- 
pet Republic was discovered that 
it was not of Philippine species 
but an American eagle! That was 
a wham. Imagine an American 
eagle on 2 Jap occupation stamp. 
How: Philatelic underground.... 
Discovery of the American eagle 
in question created a furor during 
the occupation. The Japs raised 
Hell. And the equilibrum of the 
puppet officials at the bureau of 
communications was much dis- 
turbed. While tlp: Jap military 
police went to trial the “bootleg- 
ger,” philatelic guerrillas were en- 
joying hearty horse-laffs on the 
“smuggled” blessed American 
eagle. Just a case of identity of 
the “Death Mask” stamp of Ser- 
bia, remember?

An Australian refugee was 
the “engineer” of the “Baha” 
(Flood) relief semi-postals (Dec, 
3/43 issue), a carbon-copy of the 
Australian flood-relief charity 
stamps ...

Don’t kid yourself, the boy has 
something there. It is high time 
we did this, and the pecuniary 
success of the Occupied Nations 
flag series ought to be an energe- 
tic reminder to-the P. M. G. that 
people would buy them in large 
quantities to salt away. 

But this time let’s urge the P. 
M. General to issue 3c ones, and 
then we won’t have to contribute 
an extra 66% every time we want 
to use one of them on a letter to 
a friend. Doubtless the first ser- 
ies was issued in 5c values be- 
cause that was the postage to 
those countries, but as you sim- 
ply couldn’t send a letter to any 
of them, it has led to the not un- 
warranted suspicion that the top 
the extra 2c, though we haven’t 
heard that all this extra money 
kick” postmaster had his eye on 
was devoted to Allied charities 
stamps were! Anyway, we could 
use another set like that, with 
flags of the allies, and three-cen- 
ters. They’d make uncle a lot 
of ready cash, even 20 million 
of each. 

Another little squawk I hear 
goes back to the Famous Ameri- 
cans. Seven sets of them, all at 
once. And you could run yourself 
ragged trying to buy them at 
post offices. here are two large 
offices within a couple of miles of 
where I live, yet the only Fam- 
ous Americans I met at either 
of them were Audubons, which 
gave me a pain in the base of 
my neck, seeing that I had al- 
ways figured John James Audu- 
bon, as other people have, most- 
ly, as a young and vigorous man, 
gallivanting from Labrador to 
Louisiana, pot-shooting game 
birds and painting their pictures, 
instead of a toothless, senile old 
man. : 

But the point this gentleman 
wants to make is that while com- 
mems are current, the sale of 
other stamps should be discon- 
tinued, which would give every- 
one a chance to buy them, and 
really make everybody realize 
that something is taking place. 
And he is right, because the pre- 
sent rage for obtaining them in 
sheets, to say nothing of all the 
various breeds of blocks, stems 
primarily from the fact that the 
stamps were not generally avail- 
able, especially the ten-centers, 
and catalog prices of all the fives 
and tens don’t bear a smidgeon 
of relation to their actual current 
market value. 

However, from my jaundiced 
point of view, I’ve never been 
able to understand why people 
want to buy whole sheets or even 
large blox of modern stamps, be- 
cause mass production and me- 
chanical reproduction of plates 
eliminates anything that amounts 
to a hoot in the way of varieties, 
so it must be for one of two rea- 
sons, the first of which is the de- 
sire to speculate. Well, it took 40 
or fifty years for Columbians to 
get where they are, and 30 or 40 
for Omahas, and with an issue of 
20 million, as of recent things, 
somebody will have to wait a 
long while before there are that 
many collectors to absorb them. 
In fact, I doubt very much if 
there are as many as THREE mil- 
lion serious collectors in the U. S. 
There’s only one way to gauge 
this, outside of society member- 
ships, not over ten thousand in 
all, and that’s the Standard Cat- 
alogue. If we know how many 
of these are issued, (and who 
does outside of Arturo Zim and 
Hoosis Clark,) we might be able 
to form some kind of an estimate 
on a percentage basis. And as 
for the number of cats, issued, 
YOUR guess is as good as mine, 
and I don’t know from nothing. 

The other reason for this mul- 
tiple collecting is a well-known 
psychological flair, fixation, or 
whatever you want to call it. It’s 
well known to all museum cura- 
tors. It’s the determination that 


people HAVE to see_ things 
they’ve seen before, all over 
again, several times, and that 


makes them coll cet ‘blocks, so 
they can see four of the same ob- 
ject—or more of it in sheets. 

Of course, we have to thank 
the S. U. S. for all this. Before 
1921, collectors who went in for 
blocks, except early imperfs, and 
things that showed recuts and

trick at all to get a dealer to 
whittle a 5c °47 off a trip of three 
in order to supply you with a 
single. Of course, that was quite 
a while ago, and I paid just 25c 
for that stamp. Years later, when 
I got $5 for it (it was a dilly) I 
thought the ceiling had been 
cracked, but just look at it now! 

Outside of these two cogent 
reasons, there is always the de- 
sire of collectors for things that 
are large, which explains why 
British Madagascar is popular, 
and why people buy all the Col- 
ombian cubiertas even if they are 
not in the cat. any more. 

As for me, if I can manage to 
buy one of a kind of all the 
things I WANT to buy, I am 
going to be forced to drag out 
those blocks, and sell them to 
someone who wants them more 
than I do! 

Allied occupation stamps for 
dismembered Germany must be 
somewhere in the picture, but 
so far all I have been able to gets 
data on are the two sets for Aus- 
tria, one of sixteen, said to have 
been isuued by the Allied Mili- 
tary government, and the other 
of something more than six val- 
ues, on sale in Vienna and Graz, 
and evidently a Russian produc- 
tion. 

The first set runs from 3 Gros- 
chen to 5 Schilling, and shows 
merely a posthorn, numerals in 
upper spandrels, value in words 
at each side, and OSTERREICH 
at foot. The other one is a para- 
phrase of Scott’s illustration for 
Austria, A47, but everything is 
straight lines. Numeral of value 
in upper right corner, REPUB- 
LIK/OSTERREICH at _ bottom 
(two lines) while this time the 
buzzard has a sickle in one grab, 
and a hammer in the other, so 
page Joe. Values said to be 5, 
6, 8, 12, 38, and 42 Gr. and some 
others not seen. 

Meanwhile I get some whole- 
sale quotes on the first set and 
they are ascribed to U. S. Occu- 
pation, on top of which there’s 
a set of 19 issued by the new 
Renner Govt., and a semi-postal 
pictorial, 1+10, which must mean 
Schilling, judging from the high 
price, which will make it retail 
around $3.50, I suppose, while 
the Renner set will sell for about 
a dollar, and the U. S. Occ. set for 
about $1.25, the way I guess. — 

These prices are something 
different from the way the whole- 
salers gave us the works after the 
last war, when any sort of a set, 
with or without bona fides, cost 
five or six dollars - Jugoslavia 
for Bosnia 1L1 to 1L16, for in- 
stance, which the boys asked 
about $6 for, I believe. To 1L12 
they asked $3, and now they 
list 57c. This time we have some 
wholesalers over here, and they 
are giving us a square deal. 

All these novelties mean that 
Austria is in for a rip-roaring 
renaissance, but let’s hope they 
don’t go swine screwy with new 
semi-postals. We’ve had enough 
of that hog wild stuff already.

Will Texas Stamp 
Show Flag In Color? 
We May Be Surprised 


We are glad to print a brief clip- 
ping from the stamp column of 
John Sparks Jr. in a Texas news- 
paper. Mr. Sparks speaks of a pos- 
sibility that may surprise us 

The fact that this stamp was 
pictured and designed so far ahead 
of its date of issue and that the 
color for the stamp was not an- 
nounced leads to the belief that 
Mr. Sparks might be right in his 
surmise. 

We quote: 

The Texas statehood centennial 
commemorative, one of the most 
striking, comes as near being a 
“flag” stamp as any ever issued 
by this country. 

It is unfortunate the stamp will 
not be multi-color. The Postoffice 
department said the color has not 
been chosen. It is possible, but not 
probable, the department would 
decide to print it in the natural 
colors of the two flags, particular- 
ly since this is the first time the 
American flag has been displayed 
so prominently on a stamp. That 
such a decision could be pending 
might account for the depart- 
ment’s witholding of the color 
choice. However, no other state 
commemorative has been printed 
other than in a solid color. 

As itemed before, the stamp 
was designed by Buchanan (Buck) 
Winn of Wimberly, Texas. 

First day sale is to be December 
29 at Austin, Texas and as usual 
collectors are permitted to send 
not more than ten covers for af- 
fixing stamps to the postmaster at 
Austin. Remittance for the stamps 
must be in coin or currency or in 
Postal Money order or Postal note. 
Checks are not accepted.

U. S. MAIL 





(Continued from page 1) 





the mails there had to be a long 
period of evolution, through some 
early phases which now appear to 
us to be not only crude but laugh- 
able. The postal authorities and 
railway operators of those early 
days of a century or more ago 
had some tough problems to work 


ut. 

By 1838 mail cars, constructed 
under supervision of the post-of- 
fice department, were running be- 
tween Washington and Philadel- 
phia. The first record of a clerk 
being appointed to have charge 
of the mails was in May, 1837, 
when John E. Kendall was ap- 
pointed. On June 19 of that year, 
John Elliott was appointed as an 
agent; and in February of the fol- 
lowing year, John Mitchell was 
appointed to ‘“stiperintend the 
mails” on the run from Washing- 
ton to Philadelphia. 

In 1837 there were 1,497 miles 
of railroad in the United States, 
and mails were carried on 974 of 
them—at a cost of $307,444.00 or 
$17.14 per mile. 

In 1840 there was a disagree- 
ment between the railroads and 
the government as to rates to be 
charged, and some postal officials 
developed a trick designed to beat 
the railroads out of their revenue. 
Instead of sending the mail in the 
regular coaches, the postoffice de- 
partment resorted to having some 
of its agents travel regularly on 
he trains between Washington 
and Philadelphia, carrying a vol- 
uminous amount of luggage—all 
of which was filled with mail. 

Doubtless these post-office 
agents had to change their dis- 
guises each trip in order to avoid 
detection by the railroad men, but 
their scheme was soon uncovered 
and a more dignified method of 
transporting the United States 
mails was agreed upon. 

In June, 1840, two mail agents 
were appointed to accompany the 
mail from Boston to Springfield 
“to make exchanges of mails, at- 
tend to delivery, and receive and 
forward all unpaid way letters and 
packages received.” And from that 
time on the number of clerks in- 
creased rapidly. The first clerks 
appointed were placed under the 
supervision of the postmaster at 
either one terminal of the run or 
the other. 

The records give very little in- 
formation about the character of 
the duties performed by clerks on 
railroads in the early days, but 
there is reason to believe that up 
to 1864 there was a gradual de- 
velopment in the scope of their 
work. In 1864 the distribution of 
all mail in the cars was begun, 

There was considerable public 
discussion during this time over 
the fact that some mail trains 
were going as fast as 30 miles an 
hour, and nets were being placed 
on the sides of the cars to catch 
mail sacks at some of the smaller 
stations. If trains were going to 
bowl along at such speeds as this, 
it would no longer be practical 
to hand sacks back and forth be- 
tween mail car and station. 

The first mail coaches were 
built with two principal compart- 
ments; one for carrying the “great 
mail”, destined for the principal 
terminal points, and the other for 
the letters and parcels consigned to 
the smaller way stations. 





coach brought the postal system 
up to the point where it was of 
real value to the nation, and from 
then on it improved. 
But before this time the nation’s 
feeble postal system was in a state 
of chaos most of the time, and 
many an eighteenth century busi- 
ness man who wanted to be sure 
an important paper reached its 
destination, prayerfully tucked the 
epistle away in an inside coat 
pocket and set forth on the jour- 
ney to deliver it himself traveling 
by horseback, stagecoach, or ca- 
nal boat, and sometimes ending 
up afoot. 
Postal rates were higher in those 
days, too, and the good colonial 
burgher, thought at least twice 
before sending anything by mail 
In 1789 Jonathan Dayton, a New 
Jersey Congressman, had a dis- 
tressing experience in this con- 
nection. He wrote to John Cleves 
Symmes of Cincinnati: 
“The letter said to be forward- 
ed by Major Willis was by him or 
some other person thrown into 
the post-office, and I was obliged 
to pay six shillings and eight 
pence in specie for it.” 
“Do not,’ Congressman Dayton 
admonished, “send your money 
packets by the mail, as the ex- 
pense is heavy.” 
The lack of system in handling 
the mails on some of the early 
New England stage coach routes 
seemed to be deplorable. As the 
coach was prepared to begin its 
trip, all the mail for delivery a- 
long the entire route was piled 
into one leather sack, and had to 
be pawed through at each stop, 
with taverns often serving as 
post-offices. 

At one tavern stop, a traveler 
wrote, some of the sundry char- 
acters who had been idling about 


the place appointed themselves 
as “sorters.” 
The leather mail sack was 


dragged through the mud to the 
tavern doorway and flung aside, 
where the “sorters” went to work. 

They ‘“‘were all down upon their 
hands and knees on the floor, 
overhauling the hugh pile before 
them, flinging those letters which 
were for their office into a dis- 
tant corner of the room, amongst 
sundry wet mops, brushes, molas- 
ses barrels, etc.; and those which 
were for other towns on our route 
were again bagged in the same 
gentle style, part having to under- 
go the same process every fifth 
mile of our day’s journey.” 

Quite a contrast to the rapid 
and virtually infallible process 
through which letters pass now, 
when 92 per cent of all mail is 
carried by railroads. 

Mail a letter at a corner receiv- 
ing box in any good-sized town 
today, and it will soon be picked 
up by a collector truck and taken 
to the post-office where, with all 
the other collected letters, it will 
be placed on a large revolving 
FACING table preparatory to 
receiving the cancellation mark. 

It may next go to a primary 
separation case where mail is 
packaged for the larger cities. 

Just before train time, trucks 
take the outgoing mail to the 
railroad station to be turned over 
to a railway post-office, generally 
known to the public as a_ mail 
coach. 

Postmaster Fred W. Lunsford, 
of Huntington, W. Va., a city of 
85,000 on the C & O main line, 
explained that “we keep track of 
the trains carrying mail, and if 
we know that one is going to be 
late we take advantage of the ad- 
ditional time to get more mail 
aboard. Ordinarily our trucks 
leave the post-office for the C & O 
station about 30 minutes before

After being put aboard the rail- 
way ‘post-office, the separate 
packages of mail for the larger 
cities are made up for the var- 
ious carrier routes and large firms 
while the train is under way, and 
are thus ready for distribution 
as soon as the train arrives. 
Some realization of the immense 
task involved in handling rail- 
way mail is given by Mr. Luns- 
ford’s statement that the Hunting- 
ton post-office alone recorded 
1,942,339 cancellations in one 
month of this year. 

“Of course,” said Mr. Lunsford, 
“we are just one post-ofice among 
a great many on the C & O 
system, some larger and some 
smaller than ours, but rarely 
does a letter become delayed or 
go astray after it is turned over 
to the railway post-office.”
